A NoveAty in the Way of Planting 


—What a Newspaper Proposes* 


A proposition was made that every 


man, woman and child in tho United 
States should plant a "Centennial 
tree" on the Fourth of July. In con- 
sideration the Now York limes says: 
A more useless proposal was never 
mado. It is true that we have cut 
down forests in many places where 
their destruction is a serious evil. 
but no one dreams 6%Betting out 
their Centennial trees in the Adirom- 
daek region or in other remote 
localities where forests that ought 
never to have been touched have 
been ruthlessly hewn down. The 
Centennial trees will be planted 
whore people can see tliem—in the 
back yards of city houses and in 
the streets of country villages. Nor 
is it safe to say that the volume of 
trees in each of these latter localities 
is already commensurate with the 
needs of mosquitoes and caterpil- 
lars, and if every resident of this 
or its suburban viliages were to set 
out a new tree, the population would 
become pallid with a preposterous 
excess of shade, and would be eaten 
by mosquitoes and overrun by the 
" measuring worms" that ill former 
.lays made certain streets in the up- 
per part of the town almost impassi- 
ble during the slimmer. Of course, 
tree planting is very poetic and 
beautiful in the abstract, but unless 
the tree planters will promise to 
plant forests under tho direction of 
competent scientific guides, they 
had better confine their planting 
operations to tomato plants and 
strawberiy vines. 


The same paper factitiously adds: 


There is, however, a modification of 
this tree planting proposal, which, 
were it to be carried out, would be 
of immense service to mankind. 
Why should not every American re- 
solve that on the morning of the 
Fourth of July, 1S7C, he will begin

ago, in San Francisco, the disease

schools, and our Board of Health 
has probably taken warning by this 
occurrence, as it has recommended 
that scholars and teachers must show 
certificates of vaccination. It 
is 


probable that four-fifths of them 
can do so, and the other fifth should 
be vaccinated or else kept ont of the 
schools. In the presence of such a 
danger it is useless to stand upon 
ceremony. There is power cuough 
in the Board of Education to-enforce 
such a rule, and we expect that it 
will be speedily exercised. 


We presume that the disease will 


prevail here to a very limited extent, 
because the surroundings of our 
people are so different from those of 
the population of San Francisco. 
As yet there is no crowding in Oak- 
land, the streets are broad and there 
is no limit to tho amount of pure air 
and sunshine. A densely crowded 
and filthy Chinese quarter is a cen- 
ter of contagion, but nothing of that 
kind exists here. Neither have we 
such tfisment'houses as abound in 
San Francisco, where people live in 
filth and distress. 
Comfortably 


housed, well fed .and well .clothed, 
there is vastly less danger on this 
side of the bay than tho other. If 
proper attention is given to vaccina- 
tion, it is hardly probable that there 
will be more than ono case here 
where they have fifty in San Fran 
Francisco.
